whole mass of 
wreckage was plunged into by an Erle pas- 
senger train running forty miles an hour. 
The engineer and fireman of the passenger 
train were killed outright. The wreckage 
caught fire and a number of passengers were 
killed, ®urned to death or frightfully injured. 
Report places the number of lives lost at not 


less than twenty. 
NO LIVES LOST. 

Evcmtrma, N. T., August 21.—A bad wreck oc- 
curred on the Erie road at Big Flats last 
night. A Lehigh Valley freight-train was 
backing down on a switch across a west- 
bound track when an Erie freight-train 
plunged into it, demolishing the engine and 
several cars. An éast-bound freight was 
immediately flagged, and the flagman of 
that train sent back to stop the Erie passen- 
ger train No. 2. The fiugman failed to 
obey orders and the passenger train 
ran into the rear of the freight. The engine, 
baggage and express cars of the passenger 
and the caboose and two cars of the freight 
train were burned. Engineer Andrew Wal- 
lace and Fireman Charles Kimball, of train 
No. 2 were badfy scalded. A drover named 
Sutton, from Woodhull, and several passen 
ers were slightly injured. The track was 
blockaded for some hours, all passenger 
trains being transferred over the D., L. & W. 
road between Corning and this a 

The Erie authorities here claim that no one 
but the three persons named were injured. 
Engineer Wallace will die. Firemen Kimball 
is frightfully> scalded in addition to having a 
broken arm. 


Terrible Oil Explosion. 


PrTTsBurG, Pa., August 21.—The last stroke 
of the three-hour bell had hardly sounded 
away this morning when a sudden and bril- 
liant glare spread over the lower section of 
the cities of Allegheny and Pittsburg. It was 
followed by a dull, heavy boom. For a 
moment darkness once more covered the sky 
and then flames and smoke shot up in vast 
volumes from the Allegheny side of the Ohio 
River. Lieut. Holmes of the Allegheny police 
force, who was on Beaver avenue at the time, 
at once realized thatan explosion, and one of 
great magnitude, had occurred and he 


quickly sounded the alarm. He then 
burried to the location of the flames 
and an instant’s glance was su flicient 


tosbow tbat the large oll refinery of A. D. 
Milter was doomed to destruction. When 
Lieut. Holmes arrived on the scene he found 
Perry Heuck, the night watchman of the re- 
finery, lying in an injured and dazed condl- 
tion on Washington avenue. Withthe assist- 
ance of another officer he was taken to the 
drug store at the corner of Beaver and Wash- 
ington and his Injuries attended to. Heuck 
could tell nothing of the explosion or how he 
escaped. Thornton Miller, the engineer of 
the establishment, was missing, and it is 
thougbt he perished in the flames. In 
the meantime the devouring element 
was sweeping all before it. Start- 
ing from the gasoline still which was the 
cause of the explosion, the flames spread in 
all directions. The tank of water-white oil 
was the first to ignite, but was soon followed 
by a large receptacle of the ordinary brand, 
and 25,000 barrels were abiaze at once. Alarm 
alter alarm was sent out from fire headquar- 
ters and soon every engine in the city was at 
the scene and steams of water were pouring 
in from all directions. But the greedy flames 
seemed to accept the water merely as fresh 
fuel and it appeared but to aid 
IN THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION. 

Near the corner of Preble avenue and Adams 
street stood acooper shop, a long, low brick 
building, stored with empty barrels and with 
rows of them standing on the outside. 
These latter were soon on fire and it 
seemed to be but a question of a few minutes 
when those inside must follow. Within fit- 
teen minutes the entire square, except a nar- 
row strip along Prebie avenue, was one mass 
of fame. The roofs of the neighboring resi- 
dences were smoking and the occupants, 
many of them half clad, were standing around 
half stupefied with fear that their homes were 
to be devoured. In a short time nearly ail 
the residents of Lower Allegheny were on the 
scene, pressing as closely to the grandly awful 
sight as the heat would permit. Quite a sen- 
sation was created among them, how- 
ever, by announcement that 
building at the corner of Washington and 
Preble avenues, which was on the verge of the 


fire, was stored 1,900 barrels of benzine. The

CHANGED His MIND. 


Jake Kilrain Decides Not to Go to Mis- 
sissippi.

BALTIMORE, Md., August 21.—Jake Kilrain 
changed bis mind yesterday and concluded 
not to goto Mississippi to-night.

Supervisor Hennessy Explains the Work 
Performed in His Department. 


The work and scope of my department is 
not generally understood by the public,’’ re- 
marked Supervisor of Plumbing Hennessy 
this morning. Whenever a new house 
is built we inspect the plumbing, and 
all alterations, expansions or remodeling 
of plumbing ina house already bullt are in- 


spected by us. nary repairs, such as 
. we do not inspect. We 


small leaks 
usually make four inspections of the plumb- 
ing ot a house, First we make an inspection 
when the water connection is made, then 
when the sewer conn n is made, and after- 
ward make an inspection and test when the 
maln pipes are all in the house. 
Every pipe is tested by water and is put to a 
strong pressure to see that it fs allright. The 
last aud final inspection is made whenw e 
examine whether the fixtures are properly 
trapped and ventilated. All plumbing must 
have a pipe extending to the roof of 
the house for proper ventilation. The 
plans ot, all jobs of plumbing 
are filed with the devartment, and after the 
inspections of the work have been made and 
everything is found to be all rightthe plumber 
is given a certificate of completion—that is, 
a certificate that his work has been in- 
spected and found be all 
For each inspection we charge $1, 
our fees usually amount to $4 on every house. 
Last month we turned into the city treasury 
about $800 in inspection fees, so that the de- 
partment is almost self-sustaining. 
Our running expenses are 1, 000 
month and from that should be 
deducted the salaries of three men, one of 
which we received from the Water Depart- 
ment and two from the Sewer Department. 
They were on tle pay - rolls of those depart- 
ments and were simply transferred to mine, 
so that while they are with me they are no 
additional expense to the city and would still 
be inthe other departments if this one had 
not been created. Since we commenced work 
May | of this year we have examined and ap- 
proved 1,350 jobs of plumbing. If a tenant 
thinks the plumbing of his house is defective 
and the agent or landlord will not correct it 
all the tenant has to do isto notify the Chief 
Sanitary Officer that he would like to have the 
plumbing inspected. The Chief Sanitary Offi- 
cer will refer the matter to his department 
and the inspection is made free 
of charge, as the work is then 
being done for the Health Department 
as a Sanitary measure. If the plumbing is 
found to be defective wenotify the Chief Sani- 
tary Officer, who orders the agent or landlord 
making the necessary alterations in the 
lumbing, and if they refuse to do so he can 
ring them before the Police Court and have 
them fined until they do comply with his in- 
structions. They usually comply, however, 
without being dragged into court. We have 
poe the plumbing changed in over 100 old 
Ouses.

EXCHANGING DETECTIVES. 


A System Which Has Proved Advantageous 
to Police Departments. 


On Friday morning Detectives Pat Burke 
and Charles Archambault of the regular force 
of St. Louis detectives will leave for Mil- 
waukee to attend the National Encampment 
of the Grand Army ofthe Republic. They will 
remain throughout the entire encampment, 
working in conjunction with the Milwaukee 
police force in preserving order and pro- 
tecting the assembled veterans from 
the ravages of thieves and pickpockets. 
It being customary for all of the cities fath- 
ering great demonstrations to call upon St. 
Louis for such assistance, Chief Hugh O'Neil 
feels quite gratified at the name won by bis 
men. When questioned in regard to the ex- 
change of assistance, he said: This matter 
is simply an act of courtesy. Everybody 
knows that the thief and pickpocket will 


always be found in à crowd. He 
can then work to a better advantage. 
Very few of the cities of this 


country have a detective force suflicientiy 
large to successfally cope with this army of 
crooks, and it has become customary for the 
Chiefof Police to ask assistance from the 
large cities inthe shape of a detail of from 
one to five men of the detective force. A few 
days ago lreceived such a letter from Mil- 
waukee and have detailed Burke and Arch- 
am bault for the work. 

Then there is no established rule or agree- 
ment in regard to such assistance?“ 

Nothing ofthe kind. It is simply an ex- 
change of courtesy. For ‘instance, if we 
wanted a man in St. Louis and knew that he 
had headed for Milwaukee, we would not hes- 
itate in telegraphing the Chief of Police of 


that city requesting his arrest. That 
official would be under no  compul- 
sion in effecting the arrest. if he 


felt so disposed he could insist on our exhbib- 
iting requisition pavers before he took action 
in the matter. It is to repay him for these 
favors that wesend our men. Then, too, it 
heips us materially. Our men may run upon 
a crook who is wanted badly in this city. And 
they see allthe prisoners arrested, thus be- 
coming familiar with the faces of all the no- 
torlous thieves in the country. They are then 
much better equipped to guard St. Louis and 
ber interests. 

‘*But who pays the expenses of the men?’’ 

**‘Milwaukee, of COUrse. It does not cost us 
a cent. But we charge them nothing for the 
services of our men who are paid just the same 
us if they were busy. in this city. Every de- 
tective is expected now the crooks of his 
own city, and when you have able men from 
every large city you have the professional 
thief ‘cinched.’ St. Louis is called upon 
oftener for men than any othercity. When 
Robert Pinkerton was placed in charge 
of the detective work at the Harrison inaugur- 
ation he sent mealetter asking tor all the 
men we could spare. After each trip, too, 
I always receive letters highly complimentary 
to the efforts of my men. The other cities ap- 
preciate St. Louis detectives much better than 
does St. Louis herself. 

„Ho do these men work when they go toa 
strange city?’’ 

When they arrive in Milwaukee they will 
be given a star and sworn in as special police- 
men. They will then be paired with aman 
acquainted with the city and the two will be 
assigned to operate in a certain building, on a 
certain street, or in some particular locality- 
Of course, if they are ‘trailing’ a man they 
can leave their beat without permission from 
headquarters. 

„But why is it that St. Louis never calls 
upon her sister cities for assistance during 
her great demonstrations?’ 

„Because we feel able to take care ot the 
city alone, We have a detective force pro- 

ortionately smaller than than of any of the 
arge cities of the country, but we had no 
more trouble in handling the Democratic 
Presidential Convention with our ten men 
than did Chicago in handling the Republican 
Convention with her thirty or forty men. 
When we make arrangements forthe World's 
Fair I shall, of course, ask for assistence. 
That, however, will be the first time inthe 
history of the St. Louis detective department 
that we have been unable to meet the enemy 
alone and unaided.’’

DOWNING EXPLAINS. 

Railroad Commissioner DOWNING says 
the places the commissioners will give 
to their sons will be of no value—‘‘sub- 
ordinate clerkships with very small pay.“ 
But “smallness” is no excuse for 
nepotism, and the commissioners’ share 
in this private snap is but a small part of 
the nepotism complained of. 

Mr. DowntnG admits that the office- 
holding politicians are dictating the grain 
inspectorship appointments, and he might 
as well admit that he and his colleagues 
are obeying this dictation rather than the 
plain mandates of thelaw. The list as 
far as published shows that the relatives 
and political dependents of the dictating 
office-holders are appointed without refer- 
ence to qualifications, -and Mr. DOWNING 
says himself that they are to be given 
time to learn their business under the 
tuition of the force at present doing work 
for the Merchants’ Exchange. ' 

Now, as Mr. Dow̃ũy O and his col- 
leagues seem to be blissfully unconsious 
of the impropriety of this nepotism and 
of the board’s submission to office-hold- 
ers’ dictation, we beg leave to call their 
attention to the provisions of the law 
they are sworn to obey and enforce. 

The law makes it the duty of the Rail- 
road Commissioners to appoint the grain 
inspectors, and to appoint experts with- 
out reference to the wishes of other State 
officers or the payment of their political 
debts. It is also made the duty of the 
Railroad Commissioners to approve the 
bonds of the inspectors; to regulate their 
pay and the charges for inspection; to 
hold them impartially but firmly to a 
faithful and fair discharge of their duties; 
to investigate charges and complaints 
against them, remove them for incapacity 
or violations of duty, and act as umpires 
between the inspectors and complaining 
warehousemen. 

We summit to the common sense of the 
public that the nature of the duties thus 
devolved on the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouge Commissioners is utterly in- 
compatible with the nepotistic and politi- 
cal influence which Mr. DOWNING himself 
seems to regard asin rightful control of 
the board’s administration of thegin- 
spection law. Incapable or unfaithful 
inspectors, wrongfully appointed because 
they are relatives or dependents of dic- 
tating politicians, or of the commission- 
ers themselves, are likely to be as wrong- 
fully retained by the same influence. The 
domination of such influence will over- 
awe complainants and favor the conduct 
of the inspection business ona basis of 
favoritism and ‘‘boodle.’’ When political 
favoritism and the private snap“ idea 
control the appointing power, we have no 
guarantee that they will not pervert the 
official service also. The stream cannot 
rise higher than its source.

* SCOTT OF ERIE. 

Hon. WILLIAM L. Scorr of Erie, one of 
the millionaire monopolists of Pennsyl- 
vania, was the man of all others selected 
by Mr. CLEVELAND to pilot the Democratic 
party safe through the tariff-reform fight, 
and it was out of tender regard for Mr. 
Scorr's large interest in the Pennsylvania 
coal combine that the tariff of 75 cents was 
left on coal in the Mills bill. 

Mr. Scorr has since bought 40,000 acres 
of coal land in Northern Illinois and got- 
ten up the lockout which has made so 
great a multitude of minersand their 
helpless wives and children dependent 
on public charity for bread. The Repub- 
lican papers of Chicago are now denounc- 
ing him asthe man who defeated the at- 
tempt to bring about an agreement of 
the operators to put the men at work ata 
cut of 71-2 cents instead of insisting on a 
reduction of 10 cents. The Tribune says 
Mr. Scott stood out for the 10-cent cut, 
would consent to no compromise, and 
threatened to withdraw his mines from 
the association or combine if any men 
were put at work at more than 70 cents 
per ton, which is 5 cents less than the 
tariff on coal. 

But as Mr. Scorr’s local interest makes 
him uphold Chicago’s World’s Fair pre- 
tensions, puff her as ‘‘the greatest cos- 
mopolitan city and the representative 
American city,’’ and falsely declare that 
the center of population ‘‘is at present at 
Chicago,” the same Chicago papers that 
are denouncing his part in the coal lock- 
out are in parallel columns praising him 
as the brains and mouthpiece of the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee. 

Before the contest is over they will find 
that this monopolist is as far from being 
a representative of sentiment in the Dem- 
ocratic States of the Union as Chicago is 
from the parallel of latitude to which the 
center of population has adhered for a 
hundred years past. 
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RAILROAD COMMISSIONER DOWNING’s 
statement that Grain Inspector Burks 
was appointed because of his indorsement 
by the prominent office-holders and poli- 
ticilans is strong confirmation of the state- 
ment that he was appointed to reward his 
service to the party. That is the consider- 
ation which would have most weight with 
office-holders and politicians. The office 
is a business position and its occupant 
should have the indorsement of business 
men or of the farmers in whose interest 
the grain inspection law was supposed to 
have been adopted.

THE GAS COMBINATION ' THREATENED 
FROM AN UNEXPECTED SOURCE 


A Chicago Syndicate in the Market to Obtain 
Control of the Stock Still Outstanding of 
the St. Louis Gas-Light Co.—Significance 
of the Move—Interests Involved. 


HE scheme for the 
consolidation: of the 
companies covered by 
the Cas Irust agree- 
ment, and the Laclede 
} Gas-Light Co. which 
was supposed to have 
been carried through 
several months ago, 
and which has been 
generally credited 
with the control of the 
gas production of St. 
Louis, appears to be 
threatened from an 
unexpected quarter. 
7m TOexplain the situa- 
f tion it will be neces- 
sary to refer back to 
the time when the Gas 
Trust was organized. 
The trust was com- 
posed of the St. 2 
Gas-Light Co., the Carondelet Gas-Ligh 
Oo., and the Fuel, Gas & Power Co., com- 
monly known as the Water Gas Co. 
THESE COMPANIES, 
with the exception of a comparatively small 
number of shares of the St. Louis Gas-Light 
Co. went into the trust, and the trust certi- 
ficates were all taken up by the Eastern syn- 
dicate, as fully stated and explained in the 
Fosr-DISTATOR. 
THE OLD 8TOCE. 

When, however, the Gas Trust was organ- 
ized, it was found to be impossible to obtain 
the consent of all the stockholders of the St. 
Louis Gas-Light Co. to the consolidation. 
In order to prevent trouble the objecting 
stockholders were permitted to return their 
stock under the oldest. Louis charter. They 
never went into the trust agreement, and at 
the time that the recent sale was made were 
not bound by the action of the holders of Gas 
Trust certificates, but could drive their own 
bargain with the new owners. Readers of 
the Post- DisPaTCH will remember that James 
O’Connor ot New York, who was at that time 
the largest individual owner of the original 
St. Louis company’s stock, cameto the city 
when the recent deal was in progress, and it 
was reported that he received a very high 
figure for the stock which he held when the 
consolidation of the properties represented 
by the trust and the Laclede was effected. 
There were about seventeen hundred sbares 
of stock of the old St. Louis Gas-Light Co. still 
outstanding. From five to seven hundred 
shares of this stock were exchanged for stocks 
or bonds or sold outright. 

AN IMPORTANT NEGOTIATION, 

A considerable amount, exceeding 1,000 

shares, is still in existence, and from this the 
consolidation arises. The 

uls hoids 200 shares 

stock and is still 

outside of the presest company. No especial 
difficulty was apprehended in this quarter, 
but much anxiety is felt in certain directions 
as to the disposition which will be made of the 
stock held by the estate of the late Robert 
Campbell. his amounts to 600 shares, which 
is more than half ofthe stock now oxutstand- 
ing. In spite of many inducements and strong 
urging, the trustees of the Campbell estate 
refused to go into the trust agreement and 
also declined to sell to the Eastern syndicate. 

Within the last four months this stock has 
been placed upon the market, and there has 
been asharp competition for its possession. 
According to the best authority obtainable the 
Campbell heirs contemplate no contest with 
the present purchasers of Gas Trust certifi- 
cates, but only desire to receive the price 
urchasers are willing to pay. A syndi- 
cate of Chicago capitalists, in no way con- 
nected with the New York and Philadelphia 
holders of Gas Trust certificates and Laclede 
stock, have appeared in the market and 
are said to de bidding high for 
the Campbell stock. Philadelphia parties 
are also in the field, and both sides are in 
sharp competition. Over 400 a share is said 
to have been offered for the Campbell stock, 
and it is also stated by those conversant with 
this matter that the Chicago competitors have 
a week in which to make their last bid. 

ANXIOUS STOCKHOLDERS. 

Some of the capitalists who have invested in 
the bonds ani stock of the consolidated com- 
panies are very much disturbed because of 
the present situation of affairs, principally on 
account of the anxiety of the Chicago syndi- 
cate to obtain possession ofthe old St. uis 
stock. Thecharter of the old company ex- 
pires in 1891, but the reason for the uneasi- 
ness experienced is to be found in 
the fear lest the validity of the 

Trust agreement be contested 

the courts and a sale of the 
plant of the original corporation 
demanded. Were this successfully carried 
through, the consequences to those bolding 
under the present consolidation might be 
fatal, as the city might step in, buy the prop- 
erty at a valuation, and nearly totally destroy 
the value of the present stock.

A Beautiful and Unknown Young Woman 
* Murdered by a Stranger. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, August 21.—There is 
another mystery in Montreal, and among the 
few who are acquainted with the particulars 
of a strange disappearance which bas oc- 
curred during the past w days there is a 
growing belief that a beautifal young woman 
has been foully done to death, and that at the 
present moment her corpse is in the 8t. Law- 


rence. Shortly before 1 o’ciock Sunday morn- 
ing a laborer on one of the steamshivs in port, 
who had knocked off work at midnight, was 
making his way off the wharf tothecity. At 
the head of the ferry wharf is an electric 
light and as the laborer neared this he saw a 
man and woman approaching. He took more 
than ordinary notice of the couple, and as 
they passed in the full blase of the light ne 
got a good look atthe pair. The woman, ac- 
cording to his description, was young and 
beautiful. She worea black dress ana white 
and black jacket. she was evidentiy in 
trouble and was crying bitterly. man 
was of medium size, with a heavy dark 
mustache. He had the woman oy 
tightly by the arm and was speaking in iow 
an tones. Both were quickly lost in the 
@arkness, going in the direction of the Island 
wharf. e reached the dyke promenade, 
where he met a fellow laborer. A few mo- 
ments later they were startied by hearing a 
woman’s voice screaming in agony: 

„Oh, don’t, don’t. For God's sake, help.“ 
Then all was still. Thecry for help appeared 
to come from the river, and both men started 
on the run inthe direction of the sound, but 
on reaching the wharf they could neither see 
nor hear any one. On coming back they met 
one of the river police, and to their questions 
hesaidafew minutes before he had met a 
low-sized man almost runnin along the 
railway track on the wharf,but the officer had 
not heard the woman’s cries. On Saturday 
morning a hack containing a woman and a 
man of middle age drove up to Lyons’ drug 
store, corner of Bleury and Craig streets. The 
man alighted and entered the store. He said 
that his name was also Lyons and that 
he had only arrived that morning from New 
York, having lived several years in that city 
and Chicago. He asked if the druggist could 
tell him of still another Mr. Lyons, who had 
once kept a hotel in Montreal, adding that 
many years ago he had resided in Montreal 
himself, and that he was then connected with 
the Academy of Music, New York, and had 
come back to the city to starta gigantic 
amusement enterprise. He added that he only 
remembered two people in Montreal with 
whom be had been intimate, and that 
was the man e asked tor and a 
Mr. Durocher. He was told that Ly- 
ons, the hotel keeper, had left the 
city several years ago, but thatthe Richelieu 
Hotel was kept by a Mr. Durocher, who might 
possibly be his other friend. While escorting 
him to the door the druggist saw the woman 
waiting in the hack. 

The same evening the woman came to the 
drug store alone and told Mr. Lyons her bus- 
band had deserted her. She seid she was in 
great difficulty and asked to be directed to 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
Building. She never reached the Union 
Building, and although diligent search has 
been made no trace of the woman or ber com- 
panion can be found. Undoubtedly the woman 
supposed to have been drowned off the wharf 
isthe one who called atthe drug store. Evi- 
dently she either committed suicide to end her 
troubles or is the victim of murder. 


NO CADETS THIS YEAB, 


Appointments for the State Military Schoo] 
Deferred for a Year. 


Lieut. E. H. Crowder, in charge of the mili- 
tary department of the Missouri State Uni- 
versity, bas issued acircular to members of 
the State General Assembly with reference to 
the appointment by them of cadets in the 
State Military School. e informs the Sen- 
ators and Representati¥Ves that the appoint- 


ments cannot be made until August, 1890. The 
following is the circular: 


Str—At the lastsession of the Legislature of the 
State of Missourithe militia law was amended by 
adding thereto five new sections, which read as fol- 


ows: 

Sec. 5. The military department of the University 
ofthe State of Missouri, as orgavized under see. 
1225. Revised Statutes ofthe United states, and 
sec. 7279, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1879, is 
created the Missouri State Military School. 

Sec. 6. The corps of cadets at the Missouri Military 
School shali consist of one from each Senatorial and 
Representative District inthe State, and shall be 
actual residentsin the district from which appoint- 
ed. and shall pass the required examination for ad- 
mission to the university. Each Senator and Repre- 
sentative of the General Assembly of the State of 
Missouri shall appoint during the month of August 
in each year a cadet for such scholastic year. 

Sec. 7. Cadets receiving instruction as provided 
in the preceding section shall be matriculated in all 
the academic departments of the university free 
from tuition fees, and subject only to the incidental 
fees and laboratory fees therein provided. 

Sec. The corps of cadets as owes in the pre- 
eeding sections shall have the military organization 
prescribed for the National Guard of the state and 
reckoned a part thereof, and as such entitled to all 
such provisions as are or may hereafter be made for 
the National Guard of Missouri. The military gov- 
ernment and discipline of the cadets shall be pre- 
scribed by regulations prepared by the faculty of the 
M a d approved by the Governor of the 
State. The officers ofthe corps of cadeis shall be 
appointed and commissioned by the Governor the 
Siate upon the recommendation of the faculty of the 
university. and shall have the powers conferred by 
said regulotions. 

Sec. ¥. Cadets shall be individually responsible for 
all State property issued directly to them, and shall 
constitute a guard for the safe keeping and preserva- 
tion ofall university property. 

To better carry out the provisions of the above sec- 
tions the Board of Curators at their annual meeting 
made ampie financial provisions, which, together 
with the issues of uniformsand other military su 
= by the Adjutant-General of the State, weal 

ave enabled the university to have offered to all 
students appointed under this law, free tuition in all 
the academic departments of the university, free 
uniforms, and adequate favilities for instruction in 
military science and tactics. 

It seems, however, that near the close of the ses- 
sion of the Thirty-fitth General Assembly a declara- 
tory act was passed which provides that all acts 
passed by that body amendatory of existing laws 
should not take effect until November 1. 1689, ex- 
cepting certain laws therein mentioned—the milita 
law not being among those excepted. As sec. 
requires Senators and Representatives to appoint 
during the month of August of each year, the ques- 
tien as to whether appointment of State tadets migh 
be made for the ensuing scholastic year was referre 
to the Attorney-General of tne State, who rendered 

e following decision: 

Jam, therefore, of the opinion that the revised 
military law does Bot ge inte effect until Nowember 
1, 1889. and that there is, consequently ,no authority 
for Senators and Representatives making the ap- 

intments above referred to, as the old law con- 
inues in force.’’ 

Iam directed by the 
Board of Curators, to notify you that appointments of 
cadets to the Missouri State Milita Tol. cen not 
be made until August of 1890, aud t 4 the proper 
time a circuiar letter of instructions and blank cer- 
tificates of appo ntment will be monet Senators and 
Representatives.

will go and bring their washing to Chinese 
laundries, when, ifthey boycotted the Celes- 
tials, a great number of young women would 
find employment in a natural channel who 
are now compelled to encroach on the young 
men’s field of business. These women must 
secure employment somewhere; it is a neces- 
sity to them. If there were no Chinese 
laundries in St. Louis we could employ at 
least 2,500 of them, and these 2,500 would re- 
duce the number of applicants for positions 
in other lines of business just that number. 
Still the young men, blinded to their own in- 
terests, go on giving their washing to the 
Chinese. I employ sixteen office girls, a num- 
ber of whom are stenographers and, before I 
employed them, tried to get positions in offices. 
The fact that these girls have employment with 
me now certainly incréases the young men’s 
chances in getting into offices, and if by an 
increase in business I could double that num- 
ber and ali the other laundries in the city 
could do the same, you can see whata benefit 
it would be to young men now nn posi- 
tions which young giris also covet. are 
against the Chinese and we think any 
person who impartially considers the 
subject of their encroachment on American 
labor will conclude that we are right and give 
us their assistance in the coming fight. We 
are making this fight as much for the working 
girls of St. Louis as for our own interests, and 
when the question is put fairly to the people: 
‘Will you patronize the Chinee, who is 
neither a Republican nor a Democrat, and but 
a sham Christian; who has no sympathy 
with any of the country’s insti- 
tutions; whose accumulated wealth benefits 
no one in the city, but is sent away to China; 
or will you give 2,500 honest girls a chance to 
earn an honest and a good living?’ that the 
decision will be in our favor.

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THEIR COMPARATIVE VALUE. 


A German Dealer Gives an Account of the 
Present Condition of the Trade in Pelts— 
Changes in Fashion—Increased Price of 
Coyote and Wolf Skins—Territorial Dis- 
tribution. 


N American represent - 
ative of the fur deal - 
ing firm of Ullman 
Bros. of Leipsic, Sax- 
ony, Charles Ullman, 
arrived in the city 
and is visiting friends. 
A representative of 
the Post-DisPaTcu 
met Mr. Uliman at 
the Southern Hotel 
and requested in- 
formation concerning 
the fur business. 
“There are three great 
centers in the world,’’ 
said Mr. Ullman, ‘‘at 
which nearly all the 
fur business is done. 
These are London, Pekin and Leipsic in the 
order named. Of coursesfurs are bought 
and sold at wholesale at other points, but the 
largest of them does not do one-seventh of the 
business of Leipsic, the smallest headquarters 
ofthe trade. Itis a noticeable fact that the 
three great distributing centers are very re- 
mote from any producing points, and that 
neither Russia nor North America, the great 
peltry countries, have a single important 
market. 


AMERICAN FURS. 

„Jam now on my way to the Northwest, 
where I will make my contracts for the com- 
ing winter, and employ my men. Uutil within 
comparatively recent times we could 
do nothingin British America, as the Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. had a practical monopoly, 
and kept out everyone else. Along the east- 
ern borders of the Atlantic, and for 500 
miles in every direction from Hudson’s 
Bay, the company still holds the trade, and 
we can only compete for the peltries in open 
market, and do not attempt gathering. But 
inthe western portion of British America, 
along the lower Mackenzie, and all through 
the Saskatchewan region our Lelpsle firms do 
alarge business, and employ at least 3,000 


hunters and trappers. In the United States 
we do not meet British competition to any ex- 
tent, and for the last fifteen years have con- 
trolled over two-thirds of the product. Some 
few skins are sold directly to dealers in this 
country, but they are principally of the 
cheaper varieties, and nearly all the finer 
elts come into our hands. The business is 
arlargerthan is generally supposed. It is 
true thatthe two great staples—the beaver 
and the buffalo—which used to be the 
main standbys, have disappeared, the buffalo 
totally, and the Deaver nearly so, But there are 
still many valuable furs obtainable, as of late 
years there has been a decided change of 
fashion in certain lines, and skins formerly 
considered nearly worthless are now in 
strong demand. g 
COYOTE AND WOLF SKINS. 
‘*Foremost among these isthe skin ofthe 
coyote. Wnen I first went into the business 
it was little more valuable then dog skin, 
and was scarcely worth the cost of trans- 
portation. But recently there has 
sprung up a demand for mounted 
skins in France and Italy that has raised the 
rice fully 700 per cent and we can not get 
oid of enough to supply our customers. 
Nothing but the entire skin, head and all, is 
wanted, ordinary pelis being of comparative- 
ly little value. But a coyote skin, mounted as 
a rug, has become a fashionable parlor orna- 
ment in Paris und Naples, and the demand 
for them is very strong. It isa fancy, but 1 


doubt if it wfl be ephemeral, as the 
coyote skin is in itself very hand- 
some. The same craze has affected 


the market forthe hide of the yellow prairie 
wolf, which brings almost as good prices as 
the coyote pelt, while the large gray wolf, if 

erfect, is worth almost anything that may 

e asked. 

OTHER COSTLY PELTS. 

The other rare pelts are those of the buffalo, 
the grizziy and the cinnamon bear. lack 
bear skins are worth comparatively little, as 
they are found in yg | parts of tne world, 
but the grizzly sells for considerably more 
than its weight in silver. Buffalo robes are 
continually rising, and soon will brin 
fancy prices. be Sioux pelts, whic 
are decorated with all manner of figures, are 
in great demand in England to-day and bring 
very high figures. The ordinary polecat, not 
the skunk, masquerades all over the world 
under the name oi black marten, and has ad- 
yanced in price to nearly double what it was 
a few years ago. Mink about holds its own, 
and beaver is much higher, as the United 
States is about — 2 und we have to draw 
our supplies from the Saskatchewan and its 
tributaries, with afew pelts from the Mac- 
kenzie. Deer skins continue about the same, 
and many thousands are brought into the 
United States every year. Elk skins have be- 
come ararity. These include the principal 
pelts produced by this country. Fur dealers 
do not care for the antelope, as the hair is 
coarse and harsh and the hide of little use. 

THE BRITISH- AMERICAN OUTPUT. 

Our prineipal trade is done with British 
North America, where we employ the Indians 
and haif-breeds as hunters and trappers. The 
main pert of the yearly receipts are beaver, 
fox mink and Inarten skins, 
with a few wolves. The famous 
silver fox is occasionally found, and used to 
be the most valuable pelt in the world. Since 
the great havoc among the sea otter, and the 
immense demand for their skin which comes 
from China, this fur crowds the silver fox 
close. The black fox, which is the young 
silver fox, or the old one in its summer coat, 
ranks next. We cannot touch the fur- bearing 
seal, as all the skins, with the exception of a 
few of poor grade, go to London. The fur 
trade is not nearly what it used to be, but 
atill is more considerable than most imag- 
ine.

AN INSANE ASYLUM, 


Unfortunates Confined in Four Courts Hold- 
Over To-Day. 


The hold-over at the Four Courts might at 
the present time be properly termed the In- 
sane Asylum Annex. Hardiy a week passes 
that some weak-minded unfortunate is not 
brought in by the officers and placed in 
cluse confinement, awaiting an examination 
by City Physician Warren G. Priest. To-day 
the bare walls echoed the shrieks and groans 
of three maniacs. 

One is Peter Mauermann. The young man 


is only 21 years of age. He is an electrician. 

On May II, 1887, he was crippled for life by 
anenginein the dt. Louis, Iron Mountain & 
Southern I 3 one leg, and three 
toes of the other foot being amputated to save 
his lite. Until about six months 
ago he has been an inmate of 
the Missouri Pacific Hospital. The shocks 
seems to have affected the young man’s mind 
permapentiz, He bas made his home with 

is widowed mother at 1922 Chouteau avenue 
and on on various occasions of late the latter 
has noticed signs of mental distress. About 
8 o’clock this morning Mrs. Mauermann was 
startled by the sound of a falling body in her 
son’s room. Hurrying to hie apartments a 
horrible sight presented itself. In the agony 
of pain and mental suffering Mauermann 
bad fastened a stout cord about the post 
at the head of his bed, laced the 
noose around his neck and had then thrown" 
himself over upon the floor on the opposite 
side. His body lay prostrate, whiie his head 
was raised from the floor, held by the cord 
about his neck, which was causing slow 
strangulation, He was already black in the 
face when the mother entered, but by quick 
work she soon had the cord cut and raised 
her son again upon his bed. When he had 
recovered the young man wildiy denounced 
his parent for her action and became so abus- 
ive that Policeman Greb was called and the 
unfortunate maniac removed to the Four 
Courts. The mother’s anguish at her son’s 
condition is particularly distressing. 

Fred W. Terffenbaumm, a plasterer living at 
1915 Papin street, is also under lock and key 
awaiting an examination as to his sanity. 
About two years ago Terffenbaumm accident- 
ally snot hie wife, killing her instantly. He 
has brooded over the uniortunate affair, be 
ing inconsolable in his grief. No sus 
picion of mental derangement has ever been 
entertained d his relatives until late 
last night, at which time he made his appear 
ancé at the residence of his brother, F. J. 
Tieffenbaumm, 407 South Fourteenth street. 
The brother has sheltered and provided for 
Tieffenbaumm’s several children since the 
death of the wife and mother, and the two 
were on the best of terms. Shortly after his 
arrival last evening, however, Tieffenbaumen 
called his eldest sonto him, and drawing a 
revolver from his pocket began to mumble 
some unintelligible words to himself 
and make preparations to take the 
innocent’s life. he brother interfered in a 
cool manner and, with great presence of 
mind, suggested a postponement of the sacri- 
fice until a more opportune moment. As 
soon as possible the police were notified of the 
man’s actions and he was locked up. Tieffen- 
baumm is 47 years old but has aged consider- 
ably by brooding over what he calis the mur- 
der of his wife. 

Mrs. G. A. Wheatley is the other patient. 
This lady has been insane for several 
years and was released from the In- 
sane Asylum but a month ago. At 
that time she was supposed to have been 
cured, and she has been living happily with 
her husband at their home, 900 Walnut street. 
Recently her old ailment bas again manifested 
itself and dangerous symptoms exhibited. 
Mr. Wheatley was torced to watch his wife 
night and day. The strain has become to 
22 for him to endure, and the unfortunate 
ady will be sent to her old quarters in the In- 
sane Asylum.

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HEALTHY SURROUNDINGS. 


Frog Skin Grafting in Old Ulcers—Severe 
Penalties Inflicted by Fashion—Common 
Causes of Women’s Ailments—What a 
Poor Appetite Signifies—How te Treat 
Small Wounds. 


From the Boston Herald. 

All large ulcers of any considerable depth 
heal very slowly, and not infrequently the 
process of repair comes to a standstill and 
will not goon except one particular form of 
tréatment is used. That resort is skin graft- 
ing. As first practiced, the grafts were taken 
from the patient oran obliging friend, and 
usually from the upper part of the arm. The 
pieces ot skin were very small, and were 
*‘enipped off’’ with the scissors. After a time 
gtatte were taken from fowls and animals, 
and we believe thaton one occasion at least 
quite a large flap of skin was transplanted 
from adeadtoaliveman. About five years 
ago it was proposed that grafts of frog skin 
be used in the treatment of obstinate ulcers, 
and it bas since been tried quite a number of 
times. One physician reports four cases of 
old-standing, intractable, extensive and deep 


ulcers of the legs, foot and thigh, 
wherein, after all ordinary means had 
failed, the transplantation of grafts of 


frog’s skin was invariably  foliowed 
by a permanent healing in from five to four- 
teen days. The physician takes an ordinary 
water frog and kéeps the lower portion of its 
body immersed in a disinfectant solution for 
five minutes. Then he pinches up a piece of 
skin on the abdomen with forceps and cuts out 


as many grafts as are required, each the size 
of a Unger aving washed the pieces 
well in anotWer medicated solution he eare- 
fully places the grafts on the granulating sur- 
face and covers the part with a layer of 
medicated gauze and a piece of tow, 
fixing the same with wax cloth 
and a starched gauze roller. The 
dressing is changed and the ulcer washed 


first on the third or fifth day. To the non- 
professional the explanation is necessary that 
skin grafting is not possible in old ulcers until 
they have been brought into a condition fa- 
vorable for the operation. An ulcer which 
discharges much ‘‘matter,’’ is pale and oth- 
erwise unhealthy, must first be made healthy 
or the graits will not take. 
CAUSES OF HEMORRHAGES. 

Attention bas lately been drawn to what ap- 
peares to be the fact that there isan intimate 
relation between hemorrhages and unhealthy 
surroundings. An observing physician has 
repodted several cases which tend to confirm 
that belief. In one instance a giri of 9 years 
had for several days severe attacks of bleed- 
ing at the nose, which resisted all treatment. 
It was found that she had a constant habit of 
drinking from a well, the water of which 
proved, upon examination, to be polluted by 
surface drainage from adjacent garden plots. 
As soon as the water was denied her the at- 
tacks of bleeding ceased. „% Soy the next 
house was a man 70 years old. o, also, bled 
from the nose, and the attacks occurred fre- 
quentiy for many days. The water uged by 
him was from the same well, and he was also 
exposed to another unhealthy influence, 
namely, his cellar Was stored with vegetables, 
more or less decaying, the smell of which 
N his living rooms. He was for- 

idden to drink from the well, and his 
friends cleaned out his cellar. After that 
the bleeding soon ceased, and heregained 
perfect health. The same physician noted the 
strange factthat nearly all the womenina 
certain particularly unhealthy block suffered 
from a hemorrhagic tendency, which disap- 
peared as soon as the surroundings were 
made healthy. He also states that all the se- 
rious cases of bleeding hemorrhoids which he 
had to deal with have been cases of persons 
living in unhealthy dwellings. In this respect, 
of course, his experience has been excep- 
tional, Dut much he reports is of great inter- 
est, and the conclusions which he draws are 
very reasonable. Sewer gas, polluted water 
and other unheaitby conditions of that sort 
must produce in time biood changes which 
invite the occurence of hemorrhages.

One 
thing is very evident, that not only are errors 
in dress accountable for many female weak- 
nesses, et., but in such troubles—even in 
many cases which are now treated by the sur- 
geon’s knife—nhygienic means promise the best 
results in the way ot treatment. But unfortu- 
nately, at the present time they are the last 
resorted to, and then almost always most re- 
luctantiy.

ELECTRICITY FOR CANCER. 

ALondon physician has lately been using 
electricity in the treatment of cancer, and he 
thinks that by the means of that agency the 
terrible disease can be brought to a standstill. 
The report which reached us of the cases in 
which he has 1 it are not verv com- 
prehensive, but it appears that the cancer- 
ous growths remained quiescent for from 
three and a half to six months. The cancers 
do not disappear altogether, but remain as 
inert masses, Of course it will takea long time 
to prove the full value of electricity in this 
disease, but the results obtained by its use 
thus far are certainly encouraging. 

ETHER AS AN INTOXIOANT. 

It appears that ether, as an intoxicant, bas, 
to a considerable extent, dispiaced whisky 
in the Counties of Tyrone and Londonderry, 
Ireland. So prevalent nas become the habit 
of using it the Synod of the Church of Ireland 
have addressed the authorities with a petition 
in favor of the restriction of trafficin ether. 
In Londonderry police have reported a wide 
extension of the habit, and the insane asylum 
records recognize the practice as becoming 
one of the contributory causes of insanity.

An elevator man at Carrollton, III., who has 
about 100,000 bu wheat in store, says he is sell- 
ing his stock as it runs, say halt and half, No. 
2 and No. 3 wheat at 720 to country milis. 

Minneapolis wires W. L. Green: Receipts, 
89 cars and shipments, 74cars. Southern Da- 
kota, where threshing is progressing, reports 
yield much better than expected.’’ 

Cawker City, Kan., writes the Grier Com- 
mission Co. that their corn is fine and ought 
to grade in St. Louis, if weather continues 
dry, and Blanchard, Io., to the same firm 
says they have the best corn through that 
section inten years, and by September 10 it 
will be safe from frost.

FAKIRS WITH HEADQUARTERS IN EAST 
ST. LOUIS REAP A HARVEST. 


Consignments of Lumber Secured From the 
Country and Disposed Of—No Re- 
mittances tothe Owners of the Goods—In.- 
vestigation of the Bogus Agents Warus 
Them to Fly. 


HE Dun Mercantile 
Agency is just now 
doing its utmost to lo- 
cate some representa- 
tive of the Bluff City 
Lumber Co., alleged to 
have headquarters at 
E East St. Louls. Messick 
& Rhodes, the attorneys 


are charged with the 
work, but so far they 
have not succeeded in finding anything more 
than a post-office box carrying an accumula- 
tion of mail. The efforts to locate the com- 
pany are inspired by inquiries made as to their 
standing by country lumber dealers and farm- 
ers who have waited longer than they thought 
necessary for their pay. One of these is a 
Mr. Deming of Dixon, Mo., who had sold the 
Bluff City Lumber Co.’s representative five 
car-loads of hard wood lumber for plow 
handles, etc. Mr. Deming waited until he 
thought patience had ceased to bea virtue 
and then he came to this city to look the mat- 
terup. He had previousiy been unable to 
have any communications answered and so 
sought a personal interview, but, arriving 
here, found no one to interview. He imme- 
diately applied to those accustomed to such 
work and began an investigation. So far it 
has 
RESULTED I¥ NOTHING 
except that it has been found that the Bluff 
City Lumber Co. does not maintain an office 
in East St. Louis, and has transacted all of 
its business through box 9 at the Post- office. 
It has, however, received and disposed of the 
lumber bought by its representatives In the 
country. Rhodes & Messing, after having 
failed to secure any trace of the firm, called 
upon Chief of Police Huebler yesterday to 
take the matter up and endeavor to find the 
responsible head of the establish ment. They 
have aleo, for Mr. Deming, sought detective 
aidtorunthem down. Preliminary to this, 
however, they telegraphed to the Secretary 
of State of Illinois asking if there 
is such a corporation as the Bluff City Lumber 
Co., and received in reply a telegram that no 
such business organization was known in Iili- 
nois. At this same time a messenger boy en- 
tered their office with atelegram tothe Biuff 
City Lumber Co. He had been unabie to find 
the company and thought the attorneys coulda 
give their address. The telegram was from 


the Indian Territory, and asked if it was not 
about time the company sent a check for lum- 
re

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the company at East St. Louis. Since then he 
has heard nothing as to the company, the 
agentortnelumber. The agent he describes 
as a fine looking man, of apparent respecta- 
bility and education, He traveled under the 
name of C. C. Dorsey, so far as Mr. Deming 
knew, thougn from inquiries re- 
ceived from the Southern States 
there seems also to be a man 
by the name of Devers engaged in 
the same Ousiness. There have been a num- 
ber ot inquiries from the Southern States, 
and from indications the company has re- 
ceived a considerable quantity of lumber, the 
sellers of which are now anxiously awaiting 
the remittance of the purchase money.
